Next license was Advanced (automatic upgrade from Class A), 
WA60GO, 1960 upon moving to California (back when you had to get call 
appropriate to state of residence). 


Last license was K60GO vanity call, 2004. 


Presently hold FCC GMDSS Operator/Maintainer license; Second Class 
Radiotelegraph License and First Class Radiotelephone Certificate (I think 
because they changed the older radiotelephone licenses to certificates)

The TEAM will make use of the following antennae: 

A 40m % wave vertical from GB Tower, a 80m 1% wave vertical Spider Beam, on 10- 
15m a Spider Beam and on 10, 12, 15, 17 and 20m a Hexbeam. We will also be using 
a 3 element STEPPIR antenna with add on 40-30m. Listening antennae on 80m will be 
a K9AY loop and for listening on 40m we will use a dipole antenna. If antenna can be 
repaired in time we will have a Battle Creek Special for 160m and 80m (let's hold 
thumbs this comes about).
